"Cattle  Empire",   the  fabulous  story  of  the  3,000 ,000- acre  XI T  ranch  in  the  West 
Texas  Panhandle,  is  indeed  a  story  of  conservation  of  the  pioneer  era.  Louis 
Nordyke,  editor  of  an  Amariilo,  Texas  newspaper,  went  all  out  in  stressing  the 
problems  encountered  by  the  Capitol  Freehold  Land  Investment  Co.,  Limited,  as 
they  operated  the  world's  largest  cattle  spread.  '  1 

From  the  start,  in  1882,  ranch  managers  emphasized  the  need  for  fencing  to  control 
their  herds  and  to  exclude  trespass  livestock  from  their  short-grass  empire.  Tney 
built  the  straightest  stretch  of  fence  recorded  by  history:  UO  miles  without  a 
corner  or  gate.     They  learned  that  water  was  the  top  limiting  factor  in  complete 
development  of  the  area,     They  learned,   through  hard  experience,  that  fire  guards 
were   their  only. means  of  combatting  the  seared  ground,  fire-bleached  cattle  bones 
and  blinding  smoke  brought  only  by  the  test's  most  feared  enemy;  irange  fires. 

In  a  fascinating  style  of  reporting,  Nordyke  noted  the  feelings  of  the  cowboys  as 
they  were  transposed  from  the  strict  range  rider  and  round-up  hand  to  farmers, 
fence  builders  end  well  drillers.    Easy  to  re  a'd— interesting,  too —  the  book  could 
well  have  been  a  tribute  to  the  efforts  of  the  XI T  owners  to  improve  range  conditions 
during  1880-1912,  rather  than  to  glorify  them  as  the  unprofitable  operators  of  the 
world's  largest  and  most  disliked  cr. ttle  ranch.
